Applicant claims priority from PCT/IB02/00615, filed March 1, 2002. The 
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applicant therefore entered the U.S. National Phase within the prescribed

Applicant's appointed representative has today received the return receipt 
postcard from the USPTO containing the U.S. Application Number 
allocated to this National Phase application: 10/506,586 (copy attached). 
However, the date of receipt is stated as 4 02 SEP 2004'. This is of course 
incorrect. 

Applicant, through its representative, hereby submits that the U.S. National 
Phase application was effectively filed on September 1, 2004.

National Convention). The Convention was held in a building contiguous 
to, and at that time, integrated with, the main Post Office (in which some 
convention operations occurred). Upon inquiry, applicant's representative 
has determined that, due to the convention, mail deliveries from many Post 
Offices in New York to the main Post Office were heavily disrupted, thus 
delaying the processing of regular and Express Mail. 

In this case the application was deposited directly with an employee of the 
USPS at Grand Central Station Post Office in New York City on September 
1, 2004, and the receipt was accordingly postmarked September 1, 2004
